CODY. Wyo., Aug. 23.—Grimy res­ 
cue workers poked through smoul 
dering ruins of a mountain forest to­ 
day seeking additional victims of a 
gale-driven fire which burned 12 of 
their companions to death. 
Two score others were injured— 
25 so seriously they required hospi­ 
tal treatment. 
All the victims many of them CCC 
enrollees, were trapped while bat 
fling the blaze in Shoshoni National 
forest in northwest Wyoming. 
The blaze broke out Friday from 
an undetermined cause about 35 
miles northwest of here and ap­ 
proximately the same distance east 
of Yellowstone Park. It blackened 
1.500 to 2.000 acres of dense timber 
in the Absaroka mountains. 
The searchers edged forward as 
the flames subsided slightly under 
a drizzling rain. 
“We don't know-whether there are 
more men out there or not,” said 
John Sieker, forest superintendent 
who led the battle against flame 
in which 500 CCC members, rangers 
and bureau of public 
roads 
em 
ployes participated. 
“ If there are, it seems impossible 
they could be alive.” 
Eight bodies were recovered yes 
terday. Three others were found 
last night among the gaunt skele­ 
tons of flame-stripped trees. 
Identification Laborious Process 
The 12th victim was Roy Bevens, 
Civilian Conservation Corps enrol­ 
lee from Smithville, Tex., who—iron­ 
ically—gasped out, "God, how lucky 
I am to be alive.” after he was car­ 
ried from the inferno.

Public Opinion Expected To Sway President In Choice

within their party, predicted today that before congress reconvenes 
President Roosevelt must choose one of these far-reaching courses of 
strategy:

tions which have refused to support 
all of his program. 
2.— A new campaign to rally pub­

One of the new deal’s most trust­ 
ed strategists said privately today 
that Mr. Roosevelt will base his

ised a return of party harmony. 
In a savagely-worded radio speech

It seemed ss if the force of the 
blast had gathered them up and 
rolled them together. 
Most of them were twisted hor­ 
ribly. Many were burned. Others 
were torn apart. 
Pools of blood glistened In the 
street car 
tracks 
and 
gutters. 
Fragm ents of heads, 
legs and 
arm s 
plastered 
building 
fronts. 
Rome were scattered in the street 
two blocks away. 
The fronts of the Sincere and 
Wing On buildings virtually were 
ripped from the walls and torn out. 
Glass, shattered bricks and mortar, 
and 
steel 
girders 
littered 
the 
street. 
Fragm ents of the building hung 
down from the Sincere store bal­ 
conies. 
Here 
and 
there 
a 
body 
dangled over railings. Parts of the 
hslconies sagged forward with ap­ 
parently nothing to support them 
An 
elevated 
truffle 
post 
bent 
drunkenly. The bodies of one Sikh 
and two Chinese officers, charred 
black, 
hung off the traffic post 
railing. 
Glass Shattered 
For blocks every pane of glass 
was shattered. The 19th floor of 
the Wing On tower show ed the 
force of the 
blast. 
Its 
window* 
were broken, its walls were pitted 
from fragm ents blown skyward. 
Inside the Wing On and Sincere 
buildings, the blast tore through 
like so m e unimaginable wind, tak ­ 
ing all before It. 
An American eyewitness stated 
tonight he had seen one J a p a n e s e 
destroyer badly damaged and 
a 
Japanese gunboat sunk by Chinese 
alrhomhers 
as the warships were 
covering the landing of J a p a n e s e 
army units near Woosung 
Michael Hermann of Chicago, an 
oil chemist, said he viewed the 
battle from the deck of a Texas 
company tanker. 
The Japanese destroyer, he said, 
waa hurried from the scene in tow 
of a sister destroyer. 
The gunboat keeled over at an 
angle 
of 
48 
degrees and went 
down. 
This fight spparently was one of 
many that raged along the banks 
of the Yangtze river as a new Jap 
anese army sought a foothold on 
Chinese soil. 
Many dead lay about the littered 
floors. 
Showcases, 
merchandise, 
fixtures—everything 
was 
blasted, 
torn and splintered. 
Rome elevator* sagged between 
floora, 
In them were the bodies of 
shoppers who, only a few moment* 
before, bad been buying the “es­ 
sentials of war” for existence in 
hungry, terror-ridden Shanghai. 
These Immense structure* 
had 
been virtual beehives of humanity. 
Now 
they 
housed 
innumerable 
dead. 
It was the same as lf a shell 
had fallen on a crowded corner of 
Fifth avenue In New York or on 
State street in Chicago. 
It will take days to count the toll 
of dead. 
It even will take days to 
find many of the bodies. 
In one part of the Wing On store 
a huge section of celling had fallen. 
There were perhaps a hundred per­ 
son# buried beneath it. 
The maaa 
of debris lay untouched—police and 
relief worker* had more important 
things to do. 
They were trying to 
save the living. 
I did not see the bodle* of any 
foreigners, but shortly before the 
explosion I saw a num ber of them 
shopping inside the stores. 
Nearby hotels housed additional 
dead. 
As I walked away I counted 18 
bodies taken to the lobby of one of 
the nearby hotels which the Sin­ 
cere and Win* On companies oper­ 
ated. 
It a aa Impossible to investigate 
thoroughly 
the carnage 
and 
dis­ 
tress. 
I only could take a hurried 
look at the toll which followed th# 
explosion. 
Much of it had been ap­ 
parent when the clouds of amoke 
and dust which 
billowed 
up be­ 
tween 
the 
tall 
buildings 
finally 
were blown away. 
The estimated death*, even esti­ 
mates by policemen on the acene, 
varied from low figures to some ab­ 
surdly high. 
It seemed, however, 
that the 400 figure likely would be 


accurate when the final story was 
told. 
Police never may h a re an exact 
toll because m any victims were car­ 
ried sway by screaming, crazed rel­ 
atives to crowded native sections. 
Some never may be seen again. 
Some of the wounded may die un­ 
heard of. 
In normal times tbs city’s whole 
attention would be centered on help­ 
ing the wounded. 
Now, however, 
the city must be alert to some pos­ 
sible new peril, leaving the relief 
work 
to 
authorities cleaning up 
after this latest tragedy of the Smo- 
Japanese war. 
While the belligerent forces pre­ 
pared for what many said would be 
the heaviest fighting yet, Americans 
and other foreigners hurried their 
evacuation plans. 
The Dollar liner President Pierce 
is to sail for Manila by way of Hong­ 
kong tomorrow afternoon. 
It will carry 160 Americans, most­ 
ly women and children, bringing the 
total of Americans evacuating ’o I,- 
500. 
The President Lincoln, 
leaving 
Aug. 28. is to carry 250 Americans. 
The Empress of Canada, scheduled 
to sail Wednesday, 
has booked a 
thousand 
British 
passengers and 
many other foreigners. 
Conditions permitting, the Presi­ 
dent McKinley is to return to Shang­ 
hai to carry out a second boatload. 
The President Taft and the Presi­ 
dent Hoover have gone to Manila 
with refugees. 
An American naval board of in­ 
quiry convened today to Investigate 
aliening of the gary warehouse. A

sent, to Washington 
its report on shelling of the U. S. 8.

HE task of the immediate future, as it probably 
appears to new dealers at this time, Is to over­ 
come the lag between ambition and enactm ent which 
handicapped them in the first session of the 75th 
congress.

Likewise, the opposition la 
aware that whatever success it has had In relisting 
the new deal is due to the fact that congressmen 
believed a majority of their constituents had lost 
some of their reform fervor. 


Thus, It Is the people who ultimately will decide 
the question. Their decision will be-easier to make, 
with congress adjourned and a lull in the tumult 
and shouting which, sometimes, seem as though they 
had been continuous ever since March, 1933. 


Odds Still Unfavorable

HIRD party speculation has 
been 
touched 
off 
again by criticism of the Democratic party from 
John L. Lewis. The CIO leader charges Democratic 
leadership Is unable to carry out its promises. Im­ 
plying he believes It is going to be necessary for 
bim to create his own political party to get what 
be wants. 


Mr. Lewis Is formidable. For the time being, a t 
least, he is able to Influence enough votes to make 
bim the key man in many political situations. Poll- 
tictac * m ust take him seriously. 


Nevertheless—for reasons which have nothing to 
do with organized labor, Mr. Lewis or the new deal — 
It's a good bet be won't establish a third political 
party In the United States. (Ranted that he has a 
better chance than auy of Use others who have led 
militant minorities, it's still a good bet. 
The two-party system Isn’t necessarily permanent, 
but aa long as It continues to be as handy aa It has 
been during most of the Country’s existence it will 
command support. It’s a habit that will be hard to 
break. 
Formerly, this used to be conceded without ques­ 
tion. Due to John Lewi*'* sudden and spectacular 
rise to power, however, many are overlooking the 
obvious difficulties in the way of a third party. 
They’re as great, or almost as great, as they ever 
were.

Democrats Won’t Raise Cheers From Party

ASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—John L. 
Lev;Is has begun to lecture the 
Democratic leadership. 
His osten­ 
sible reason is that the wages and 
hours bill waa not passed this ses­ 
sion. His real reason is to find Jus­ 
tification for an intrusion Into Dem 
ocratic party affairs, preparatory to 
using the CIO to control the Demo­ 
cratic primaries next year, not only 
In respect to nominations for con­ 
gress, but for state and city offices 
so that as m any 
government offi­ 
cials as possible will be under the 
thumb of bls organization. 
It Is an open secret here that nei­ 
ther John Lewis of the CIO nor 
William Green of the A. F. of L. 
really wanted the wages and hours 
bill passed. 
They feared It would 
upset their m em bership drives and 
render labor unions and dues super­ 
fluous. 
But Mr. Lewis was anxious 
to please one of his principal allies, 
Sidney 
Hillman 
of 
the 
garment 
workers’ union, who has been anx­ 
ious to Invade the southern textile 
fields for union membership pur­ 
poses. 
So Mr. Lewis came to the c apitol 
to do some lobbying for Mr. Hill­ 
man and found the southern Demo­ 
crats rather Indifferent. 
The blast 
let loose by Mr. Lewis against the 
Democratic leadership enables him 
to satisfy Mr. Hllman that he did 
all he could for the wages and 
hours bill, but It also serves to 
place the CIO chief on record as 
warning 
the 
Democrats 
that 
he 
and his organization will be heard 
from In the realm of active poll 
tics. 
It Is worth nothing that 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
has 
not 
complained 
about the loyalty of his leaders, 
for he knows that the opposition 
to the wages and hours bill comes 
from 
the rank 
and 
file 
of 
the 
Democratic party In both houses 
of congress. Naturally, the Presi­ 
dent is pleased to have a friendly 
word spoken by Mr. Lewis for one 
of the pet administration m easures 
though he probably will be uneasy 
some day lf Mr. Lewis becomes 
the m eans of dividing still further 
the Democratic party. 
The southern Democrats do not 
like Mr. Lewis’s latest statement. 
They are not in the habit of hav­ 
ing 
their 
fidelity 
to 
platform 
pledges or anything else question­ 
ed by a labor leader, especially 
on# who has to his credit, or dis­ 
credit, depending on the point of 
view, a record of having brought 
about a breakdown in law and or­ 
der through the use of the sltdown 
strike. 
There has been a 
good 
deal 


of talk about Democratic harmony 
of late, but Mr. Lewis’ emergence 
as 
a •disciplinarian 
of 
southern 
Democrats Is not calculated exact­ 
ly to bring cheers from the party 
sidelines. 
The political power of the CIO, 
of course, Is growing. The time is 
not far distant when the machin­ 
ery of the Democratic party 
in 
many states will be controlled by 
Mr. Lewis. He can use It to ad­ 
vance his own political fortunes 
—though 1940 Is still far off— or 
he can see to It that, in 1938, a 
congress is elected which will be 
obedient to the CIO demands. 
The development of an Ameri­ 
can labor party is one of the CIO’s 
principal objectives, differing from 
the A. F. of I., which has always 
preferred to keep out of politics, 
throwing Its support to Republi­ 
cans or Democrats according as 
they had voted In congress to sup­ 
port labor measures. 
The CIO policy means that de­ 
finite lines of cleavage will be de­ 
veloped, with candidates running 
for office openly attacking or sup 
porting the CIO. The old-line lead 
ere of the Democratic party have 
more to fear than anybody 
elee 
from these policies, because It will 
inevitably mean CIO control 
of 
the 
local 
political 
organizations. 
W hat will such leaders do? Some 
of them will move over Into the 
opposition 
party, 
whether It Is 
called the Republican or the Con­ 
stitution party. Being much more 
experienced in the field of practi­ 
cal politics, (hey will swing the 
balance of power, and the outcome 
will be that the CIO will have its 
hands full In local battles. It will 
find 
Itself 
spending 
a 
goodly 
aflare of the 
workingman’s dues 
for purely political warfare ra th ­ 
er than to carry on negotiations 
with employers for better wages 
and working conditions. 
The CIO can play a large part 
In national party affairs. It will 
hurt the Democratic party, divid­ 
ing Its strength, while the opposi­ 
tion party will have a much bet­ 
ter 
opportunity 
than 
heretofore. 
provided, of course, the vast num ­ 
ber of consumers who make up the 
middle class and who pay the high 
costs of labor’s demands, in the 
form of higher pricer, awaken suf­ 
ficiently to form a fusion party.

H 
ISTORY teachers! Step forward one pace and 
take a bow. Your patient hours of lecturing and 
questioning, your nights of frustration when reading 
axanitnation papers were not In vain. 
Last week, the President of the tu tte d States, 
once Just an average boy occupying a seat In the R 
section of the class, spoke learnedly of Lord Macau­ 
lay, historian, essayist aud politician and from the 
dusty attice of their book learning his countrymen 
pulled out enough recollection to say. “Oh yes. Lord 
Macaulay—he’s the one who wrote a abort history of 
England, wasn’t he?" 
For the last several weeks, ever slue# the battling 
In China has been red hot, Americans have been 
observing sagely that lf the Japanese succeed In a 
large scale Invasion of China they will be swallowed 
up In a few centuries. Just as the Normans lost their 
Identity after the Battle of Hastings in 1066.

But the contributing motives 
and my attitude of mind in bowing 
out are of darker, subtler stuff. 
Obviously they must 
be. 
Who 
has ever heard of any one leaving 
the theater for such a childishly su­ 
perficial reason as that he couldn’t 
make a living In It? 
Or because 
hie Judgment hail been proved that 
bad and he knew It? Or because he 
produced four 
plays during the 
season of 1936-37, and the lot of 
them, laid end lo end, ran a neat 
nine weeks? No, such things don’t 
happen. 
If you love the theater 
(and it Is a capital offense to be 
in the theater and not love it) you 
can’t quit for any such reasons as 
those. 
Vast 
forces must 
be at 
work 
opposing 
you—malignant, 
sinister. 
It may be the new deal that has 
you by the throat, or one or anoth­ 
er of its misbegotten alphabetical 
offsprings 
Or 
it 
may 
be 
the 
movies, or the D ram atists Guild 
contract, or the lack of air condi­ 
tioning in theaters, or J a p a n ’s for­ 
eign policy. 
But most likely of all 
It Is "the critics." Yes. after a com­ 
prehensive survey of the manifold 
evils of the world. I have decided 
to select "the critics" as the cause 
of all my woe. 


T 
'HE critic it a creature of many 
aspects, and one m an’s evalua­ 
tion Is perhaps as good as the next. 
To himself he la apt to be a sort 
of good child of Sophocles, out of 
Voltaire, with the glorious tradi­ 
tions of the theater In his heart 
and a pen of fearless Integrity In 
his hand 
To certain of his vic­ 
tims he is more likely to appear in 
the guise of 
Boris Karloff In 
a 
rowboat, plying comfortably about 
on an ocean of red Ink and sw at­ 
ting drowning producers over 
the 
head with an oar. In sober fact he 
is 
probably 
little 
more 
than a 
young man with a typewriter, an 
intelligent liking for the theater 
and a pious hope that an occasion­ 
al reader stumbles upon his col­ 
umn while thumbing through to 
the sportg page. 
But with this critic of sober fact 
the theater itself is not concerned. 
For Its purposes he must either be 
hero or villain, a St. George slay­ 
ing the dragon 
of 
incompetence 
and mediocrity or 
an 
archfiend 
whose sale mission in the world Is 
to bulldoze and bankrupt honest 
citizens. . . 
Perhaps the most depressing as­ 
pect of thee whole thing is that 
the critics 
are 
almost 
always 
right. 
Review in your mind the 


dozens or hundreds, or thousands 
of plays which you have seen, and 
there probably won’t be more than 
a handful in which you violently 
disngreed with the majority verdict 
of the reviewers. That Is because 
you are Interested In the theater 
as an art; your standards are high, 
and you have been colditioned to 
expect for richer fare In the West 
Forties than between the covers of 
your 
weekly 
magazine 
(reading 
time: l l minutes) or In the dark 
recesses of your neighborhood bin­ 
go palace. 
You 
appreciate 
the 
high standards of the 
New York 
th ea tr—or at least of Its successes 
—and you appreciate 
the 
high 
standards of the critics that have 
kept them so. 
S 
O do most of us who work In 
the theater. 
I have been hap­ 
py and proud t« work in a field In 
which, unlike 
so 
many 
others. 
m erit usually finds its reward and 
mediocrity its tombstone. But for 
those who work In it tho theater 
must, of necessity, not only he an 
art, but a business as well. And 
Just as surely as the critics and 
high critical 
s andards have im­ 
measurably helped the theater as 
anart so have they harmed It Im­ 
mensely as a business. 
Imagine a world In 
which 
all 
cars must 
bo 
Duesenbergs, 
all 
drawings 
Picasso, 
all 
buildings 
skyscrapers, all 
writing Thomas 
Mann. 
Such a world might be 
pleasing 
‘sthetlcally and r cheer­ 
ing Indication of human progress, 
but who would pay the bill? The 
wheejhorses of civilization may not 
be thoroughbreds—the Fords, ma­ 
gazine covers, suburban homes and 
pup romances may not be the high­ 
est possible expressions of their 
various fields—but they are the 
solid groundwork upon which men 
engaged in those fields may de­ 
pend to ra living.

To Invoke In Current Sino-Japanese S t r i f e

N 
yOW that China and Japan are 
' 
fighting ag.iln, — and Inci­ 
dentally, endangering thousands of 
Americans in the far east— where 
does that "neutrality law" of ours 
fit into the picture? 
The long and short of It Is sim­ 
ple: 
The neutrality 
law 
doesn’t 
fit very well, and probably won’t 
fit any war. 
Then why have a law? 
Because congress thinks a lucky 
break and a cautious policy la­ 
belled “neutrality" might conceiv­ 
ably combine some day to keep our 
international nose clean. At least, 
the lawmakers decided a neutrali­ 
ty law was worth trying. 
I fs a good deal like whooping 
cough vaccine for the baby. You 
can administer the stuff and hope. 
But the fact is, baby may 
go 
ahead and whoop anyway. 
With that situation confronting 
It, congress decided to give the 
President the job of deciding when 
a war existed, since nations don’t 
draw back with grandiose gestures 
these 
days 
and 
"declare" 
war 
They simply start fighting. 
When the President is satisfied 
a war is going on. and that It may 
endanger our peace or security, he 
simply bars absolutely the export 
of arms, ammunition- and imple­ 
ments of war to the warring na 
tlons. 
Further, he draws the u n p in s 
ant task of deciding what other 
m aterials—such as oil, copyer, etc. 
—should he barred on the ground 
that 
they 
might help a nation 
carry on war. 
Then 
he 
may 
prohibit 
Ameri­ 
can shills from carrying these sec­ 
ondary war materials to a fighting 
country.

says Ameri­ 
cans can have no interest In con­ 
traband goods going to a warring 
nation.

Any 
neutrality law that put up barriers 
to trade would handicap the less 
prepared nation. 
2 
No neutrality bill can, as a m at­ 
ter of common sense, absolute­ 
ly guarantee to keep a nation out 
of war, and at the same time main 
tain that nation's rights a* a neu­ 
tral and Its self-respect In the fami­ 
ly of nations. The Issue here, for 
Instance, is this: W ouldn't It be 
cowardly 
for 
the 
United 
States 
to abandon foreign trade and its 
rights as a neutral In free seas 
just because there would be a pos­ 
sibility of our getting Into war? 
So far, the answer has been “yes." 
In 
addition, the Roosevelt ad­ 
ministration 
therefore 
has 
com­ 
mitted Itself to a general policy in 
this neutrality business. 


q ECRETARY 
OF STATE COR- 
DELL HULL puts It this way: 
"Our policy, as a member of th-* 
community of nations, should bo 
two-fold—first, 
to 
avoid 
being 
brought 
Into 
war 
(and 
that's 
where the neutrality law 
comes 
In), and, second, to promote a3 
far as possible the Interests of In­ 
ternational peace and good will.' 
And in that statem ent lies the 
kernel of the nut the President 
must crack 
before

to 
Sino-Japanese 
warfare. He must ask himself this 
question: 
“If I should decide a war actual­ 
ly exists in the Orient, would I be 
keeping the United States out of 
war, and at the same time promot­ 
ing peace, by invoking the neu­ 
trality law?" 
Up to the Shanghai holocaust, 
the answ er was "no.” Japan ulti­ 
mately would benefit from an ap­ 
plication of the American neutrali­ 
ty law—especially the first section 
barring only arms, munitions and 
Implements of war. Certainly that 
would not support peace. 
Then there’s the further item of 
some $250,000,000 worth of goods 
that Americans sell to China and 
Japan each year. Those two na 
tlons are our good customers, and 
you can’t 
slap good customers in 
the face without good reason. 
The 
President might also ask 
himself: 
Wouldn’t It be a wee bit out of 
character 
for the 
traditionally 
shrewd, hard-bitten 
Yankee trad­ 
er to abandon a rich world market 
without so much as thumbing bls 
nose at somebody?

Old Japanese Custom 


rp H E previous Chino-Japanese war in 1894-5 Is being 
A 
recalled as China takes steps to resist Japanese 
invasion of its northern territory. 
It was that w ar which proved th at Jap an ’s military 
strength couud not be Judged by the size of the 
country. The west expected China to win because 
it was huge; China lost because of its lack of prepar­ 
ation and coordination, handicaps still not overcome 
in 1937. 


In 1894 Japan had completed about 25 years or 
reorganization. Russia had ambitions for Korea, an 
independent buffer state tributary to China. Japanese 
politicians, needing a foreign issue to settle an In­ 
ternal crisis, seized the opportunity when an out­ 
break occurred In Korea. 
Both Japan and China sent troops to restore order. 
Japan was so aggressive that war was Inevitable. 
It was declared Aug. I. 
E 'e n before the declaration, Japan had sunk a 
Chinese troop transport. Chinese soldiers, poorly 
trained, were no match for the Japanese and by th* 
middle 
of 
Septem ber 
Japan 
controlled 
southern 
Korea. 
On Sept. 17, the Chinese and Japanese fleets m et 
and the Chinese 
were routed again. Japan had 
dem onstarted clear superiority of organization and 
equipment. It had taken advantage of China’s slow­ 
ness to score a decisive victory on an enemy theore­ 
tically too large to be beaten, but actually too large 
to be able to fight back. 
It is nothing new which the Japanese are doing 
in China in 1937. but rather the continuation of a 
policy established in the late years of the 19th cen­ 
tury and continued without interruption ever since. 
More than a third of a century has elapsed and 
China still seems unable to defend itself successfully 
against Japan.

The Robertsons came from Scot­ 
land and settled In 
western 
Co­ 
lumbiana county. 
The 
physician, 
born May 19, 1800, was 13 when his 
father came to the United State*. 
The young man studied medicine 
under Dr. Horace Potter In Lisbon 
snd also took a course at the Jef­ 
ferson Medical school In Philadel­ 
phia. 
He was 23 when he took up the 
practice of medicine In the village 
in 
1823. He administered to the 
folk of the community for 45 years 
being 68 when his busy, well-spen* 
life cam e to an end.

Robertson 
was 
27 
when 
Miss Ann Eliza Scott became his 
bride. They were the parents of 
eight children. Their oldest son, 
Strewan 
S. 
Robertson 
studied 
medicine and succeeded his father 
aa a physician in the village. 
Prior to the Civil war Dr. Robert­ 
son 
took an active part in the 
enti-slavery movement. His home 
in Hanoverton is remembered to 
have been one of the Columbiana 
county 
stations 
in 
the 
socalled 
"underground railroad,” by which 
slaves 
were assisted 
to 
Canada 
and freedom. He was also Interest­ 
ed in churchwork, his home being 
known as the "Presbyterian Min­ 
isters' Hotel” because of the hos­ 
pitality extended to preachers of 
the denomination. He was also an 
ardent tem perance advocate, rec­ 
ords show. 
Dr. Strew an Robertson, his son, 
began to practice in Hanoverton in 
1857. H e later went west but after 
three years returned to the Ohio 
village in 1S71. He continued bis 
practice for 24 years more when 
he died In 1895.

This amendment together with all other changes in the liquor laws and the 
new regulations covering inside signs and advertising and requiring cash de­ 
posit* on cases and bottles become* effective Monday, August Twanty-Third, 
and will be strictly enforced.

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 23—New 
laws designed to regulate the sale 
of liquor warehouse receipts and 
to combat crime were among those 
which went into effect in Ohio to­ 
day. 


The state securities department 
took control 
and 
supervision of 
liquor warehouse receipt sales un­ 
der provisions of the new legisla­ 
tion. 
• 
Henceforth all such receipts must 
be qualified by the departm ent be­ 
fore sale Is perm itted and salesmen 
must obtain 
licenses sim ilar to 
those issued dealers in other se­ 
curities. 
The anti-crime laws are designed 
to aid in the apprehension and pro­ 
secution of criminals. Conforming 
to laws recently enacted by most 
other states, they form part of a 
nationwide program for combatting 
crime. 
Officers of states having the uni­ 
form laws are perm itted by one of 
the new laws to cross boundaries 
of those states to compel the at­ 
tendance of material witnesses be­ 
fore a grand jury or at the trial of 
the accused. 
Another authorizes peace officers SfS 
to cross state lines in pursuit o f * 
criminals to make arrests. Form er­ 
ly officers had authority to pursue 
criminals only to the boundaries of 
their own state. 
Minor changes in the liquor con­ 
trol act also became effective to­ 
day. 
They provide for a new $50 per­ 
mit for selling prepared cocktails, 
bottled highballs, cordials, and oth­ 
er mixed beverages; Increase the 
club perm it fee from $100 to $200 
and prohibit drug stores from sell­ 
ing liquor on prescription. 
The refund of 90 percent of all 
unearned perm it fees In case a 
locality votes dry Is required in an­ 
other new provision. Perm its are 
authorized to continue business un­ 
til the refunds are made.

During May furnaces consumed 
5,123,011 tons, which was the most 
since October, 1928, when 5,808,- 
473 tons were used. 
July 31 there were IO more fur­ 
naces in blast than a month ear­ 
lier. These were blown in after 
operations were resumed at the 
close of the steel strike. The num- 
r of stacks in blast is a reduc- 
n of two over the month pre­ 
ens as a result of the dismant­ 
ling of two at Carnegie-Illinois. The 
number of stacks in blast was 155 
out of 189 available. 
More Efficient Operation 
In 1929 there were 196 out of 
259 stacks in blast. The high rate 
of consumption this year is due 
to more efficiency in stacks now 
operating. 
Ore on hand at furnaces Aug. I 
was 25,299,841 tons and at Lake 
Erie docks 3.851.416 tons for a to­ 
tal of 29,151,257. This is 3,940.593 
more tons than at the same time 
last year. 
Ore consumption is 
averaging 
approximately 
5.000,000 
tons 
a 
month or 60.000,000 tons a year. 
With this high rate of consump­ 
tion lake shipping must continue 
to operate at capacity to build 
up sufficient reserve to keep the

The red bug la a small InsecL 
found in many parte of the coun­ 
try. The egg from which it comes 
usually is laid on buahea or tall 
grasses growing in damp or shaded 
places. You need have no fear of 
having a 
chigger bite lf you are 
in the sunshine, or In an open 
field, especially lf It Is closely 
cropped. 
If you come In contact with the 
bug. it will attach itself to th.* 
skin and cause red biothes to ap­ 
pear. Occasionally the spot of red 
ness may reach the site of a silver 
half 
dollar. 
The 
inflammation 
causes marked irritation and dis

Neglect may lead to In­ 
fection and serious complications. 
Sometimes the bito of a chigger 
is confused with th a t.of a spider 
or other insecL But thoro Is quito 
a difference between them. Unlike 
the spider, the chigger has no poi­ 
sonous venom, and for this reason 
does not lead to internal poison­ 
ing. The discomfort csnsed by a 
chigger bite is purely local. Its 
effects rarely spreading to other 
parts of th# body. 
It is difficult to locate and treat 
a chigger bite because It is 
so 
sm all and almost imperceptible. As 
a rule, Its effects can be combatted 
by the application to the skin of a 
strong antiseptic. In most instan­ 
ces, iodine or carbolic acid is used 
Great care must be taken in the 
application of acid because it is 
extremely caustic; it should be ap­ 
plied only to the center of the red 
sp o t 
Following the local application. 
it Is well to take a hot bath. Use 
plenty of soap and water and scrub 
the skin thoroughly. 
Follow 
the 
bath by sponging the skin with al­ 
cohol or bicarbonate of soda. A 
soothing ointment ms" then be ap­ 
plied to the inflamed skin. 
Agriculturists advise the sprin­ 
kling of some antiseptic on the 
clothing when working in sections 
of the country where chiggers ara 
prevalent Powdered 
sulphur 
is 
used for this purpose. *t need only 
be applied to the shoes and lower 
garm ents sines the chigger rarely 
reaches a place above the w aist­ 
line.

CLEVELAND, Aug. 23 — With 
steel operations continuing at a 
rapid pace blast furnace iron ore 
consumption in July was 5,236,- 
487 tons, the largest this year. 
During May furnaces consumed 
5,123,011 tons, which was the most 
since October, 1928, when 5,808,- 
473 tons were used. 
July 31 there were IO more fur­ 
naces in blast than a month ear­ 
lier. These were blown in after 
operations were resumed at the 
close of the steel strike. The num- 
r of stacks in blast is a reduc- 
n of two over the month pre- 
ons as a result of the dismant­ 
ling of two at Carnegie-Illinols. The 
number of stacks in blast was 155 
out of 189 available. 
More Efficient Operation 
In 1929 there were 196 out of 
259 stacks in blast. The high rate 
of consumption this year is due 
to more efficiency in stacks now 
operating. 
Ore on hand at furnaces Aug. I 
was 25,299,841 tons and at Lake 
Erie docks 3,851,416 tong for a to­ 
tal of 29.151,257. This is 3.940,593 
more tons than at the same time 
last year. 
Ore consumption is 
averaging 
approximately 
5,000,000 
tons 
a 
month or 60,000,000 tons a year. 
With this high rate of consump­ 
tion lake shipping must continue 
to operate at capacity to build 
up sufficient reserve to keep the

e c e n t l y I told you about the 
dangers that sometime follow 
the sting of a black spider or of a 
honey bee. Today, I want to tell 
you somethin* about the chigger 
or "red bug”. This insect la cap­ 
able of causing marked discomfort 
andf even severe pain. 
The red bug is a small insect, 
found in many parte of the coun­ 
try. The egg from which it comes 
usually Is laid on bushes or tell 
grasses growing in damp or shaded 
places. You need have no fear of 
having a 
chigger bite if you are 
in the sunshine, or in an open 
field, especially lf It Ie closely 
cropped. 
It you come in contact with the 
bug, it will attach Itself to tho 
skin and cause red blothes to ap­ 
pear. Occasionally the spot of red­ 
ness may reach the site of a silver 
halt 
dollar. 
The 
inflammation 
causes marked irritation and die 


comfort. Neglect may lead to In­ 
fection and serious complications. 
Sometimes the bite of a chigger 
la confused with that,of a spider 
or other lnaecL But there la quite 
a difference between them. Unlike 
the spider, the chigger hee no poi­ 
sonous venom, and for this reason 
does not lead to internal poison* 
lng. The discomfort caused by a 
chigger bite is purely local, it* 
effect# rarely spreading to other 
parts of the body. 
It Is difficult to locate end treat 
a chigger bite because it Is 
so 
small and almost imperceptible. AJ 
a rule, Its effects can be combatted 
by the application to the skin of a 
strong antiseptic. In most Ina lan­ 
ces, Iodine or carbolic acid is used 
Great care must be taken In the 
application of acid because It is 
extremely caustic; it should be ap­ 
plied only to the center of the red 
■pot 
Following the local application, 
It Is well to take a hot bath. Use 
plenty of soap and water and scrub 
the akin thoroughly. 
Follow 
th* 
bath by sponging th* skin with a1* 
cohol or bicarbonate of soda. A 
soothing ointment ma*- then be ap* 
plied to the inflamed skin. 
Agriculturists advise th* sprin­ 
kling of some antiseptic on the 
clothing when working In sections 
of the country where chiggers srs 
prevalent Powdered 
sulphur 
Is 
used for this purpose. *t need only 
be applied to the shoes and lower 
garments since the chigger rarely 
reaches a place above the waist­ 
line.
